Property  Valuation*. 

A.  B.  P.  Salmon,  sitting  as  Supreme 
Court  Commissioner  la  the  Chancery 
Chaiu Iters,  continued  the  taking  nr  testi¬ 
mony  In  the  matter  of  the  protest  of  the 
to*  nshlp  of  East  Orange  against  the 
valuatlona  affixed  by  the  Board  of  County 
Assessor*  ou  t  he  property  in  that  section. 
Protests  were  made  by  East  Orange  and 
Montclair.  In  the  absence  of  County 
Counsel  Frederick  W.  Stevens,  the  board 
was  represented  by  Joseph  Coult,  while 
J.  Frank  Fort  ami  Alfred  Bklsner  looked 
after  the  Interests  of  ths  township. 
President  Owen  F.  Conlcn,  of  the  New- 
whowos  chatnaitrrtmir 
County  Assessors,  was  called  to  the 
ptand.  In  reply  to  questions  the  witness 
reviewed  tha  work  of  the  Committee  on 
Equalization  of  County  Taxes,  ami  told 
how  Charlea  B.  Morris,  of  Montclair, 
and  George  De  Lisle  Zimmerman,  of 
East  Orange,  were  added  to  that  com¬ 
mittee  on  July  24  last. 

Mr.  Morris,  he  satd,  bad  accompanied 
the  committee  on  a  tour  of  inspection  of 
Newark  properties  and  had  visited  the 
office  of  the  board  and  obtained  valu¬ 
ations  of  certain  properties  of  which  be 
had  Hats.  Mr.  Coult  asked  the  witness 
what  parta  of  the  city  the  committee 
visited  while  Mr.  Morris  was  in  the  com¬ 
pany.  Mr.  Conlpn  said  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  ha«l  called  Mr.  Morris's  attention 
to  several  prominent  buildings  on  Brood 
Street,  citing  a  number  of  sales,  and 
comparing  them  with  the  figures  of  tbs 
valuation  of  18!*3.  The  tour  was  extended 
to  the  factory  districts,  and  Mr.  Conlon 
said  that  Mr.  Morris  expressed  himself 
satisfied  with  the  result.  Theie  were 
no  exceptions  taken  to  tbs  report  by  any 
of  the  members  of  the  committee  except 
Mr.  Murris  and  Mr.  Zimmerman,  and 
neither  of  these  objected  until  the 
meeting  of  the  board  when  the  report 
woa  submitted.  The  witness  described 
the  methods  by  which  the  board  arrived 
at  Its  conclusions  in  regard  to  tbe  valu¬ 
ations,  and  pronounced  tbe  work  of  the 
last  Committee  ou  Equalization  the 
most  thorough  that  had  ever  been  done 
in  Essex  County,  lie  said  that  tbe  valu¬ 
ations  were  perfectly  loir  and  just..

Resident*  of  this  town  contemplate 
Ith  a  good  deal  of  satisfaction  the  fact 
that  tbe  present  East  Orange  sewerage 
system  Is  to  be  abandoned,  and  that  the 
disposal  works  uulsance  w  ill  be  done  a  way 
with.  At  the  masting  of  theF.ast  Orange 
Township  Coiniulttswat  sdijch  the  con¬ 
tract  lor  the  sewer  wa*  ^awarded  there 
was  s  large  attendance  of  citizen*  who 
expressed  their  views  on  tbe  subject, and 
the  opinion  wss  nearly  unanimous  that 
tbs  outlet  plan  should  be  adop'ed.  Argu¬ 
ments  were  advanced  w  by  the  preseut 
system  should  be  abandoned.  Principal 
Hie  TScFTFat  Tn5o5T 
field  Wes  opposed  to  The  system  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  nuisance  lutiicted  ,»u  that 
town. 

Joeepn  L.  Muon,  a  well-known  lawyer, 
laid  stress  on  that  point.  The  vigorous 
attack  made  on  tbe  system  by  tbi*  town 
lost  summer  doubtless  brought  East 
Okjege  to  a  realization  of  tho  desperate 
situation  that  would  inevitably  confront 
ths  town.  Of  course  every  person  con¬ 
nected  with  preparing  and  conducting 
the  light  against  the  nuisance  is  deaerv 
log  of  credit,  and  some  of  them  have 
come  In  for  a  large  share  of  It,  and  have 
overshadowed  others  who  perhaps  were 
just  os  important  factors  in  the  work 
Atnoog  those  who  did. a  great  deal  of 
work  In  a  quiet  way,  and  w  ho  collected 
much  of  the  evidence,  was  Inspector 
W.  B.  Corby  of  the  Health  Board.  One 
of  the  first  things  that  attracted  the  at- 
teation  of  Mr.  Corby  when  he  became 
connected  with  tbe  Health  Board  was 
'the  disposal  works  and  tbe  nuisance  aris¬ 
ing  from  It,  and  he  kept  up  a  persisted 
tight  against  them.  The  removal  of  the 
disposal  works  will  be  a  crowning 
achievement  In  Mr.  Corby's  adrainistra- 
ti<si  of  tbe  sanitary  affairs  of  this  town.

He  explained  the  advantage*  of 
electricity  for  lighting  purpose*  ami  re¬ 
quested  that  should  a  franchise  tic  given, 
the  promoters  lie  allowed  to  use  the  fire- 
alarm  poles  for  their  wire*.  They 
would  keep  them  In  good  condition. 
Mr.  Wlluoj  aaked  .to  havejt  oulx-cum- 
mittee  of  the  Township  Committee  ap¬ 
pointed  to  meet  the  company.  I.  Sey¬ 
mour  Crane,  one  of  the  committcehien, 
said  that  Mr.  Wilcox  a  proposition  was

Engineer  Cady  has  called  the  attention 
of  tbe  Township  Committee  to  a  'lunger- 
ous  Btate  of  affairs  oil  Franklin  Street 
and  Washingtou  Avenue  where'  the 
Montclair  outlet  sewer  Is  being  tun¬ 
nelled.  The  excavation  Is  being  made 
through  sand,  which  falls  away  from  the 
top  of  the  tunnel.  It  is  Impossible  to 
properly  refill  over  the  top  of  the  pipes, 
and  so  there  Is  hound  to  bn  a  vacancy 
between  the  top  of  the  sewer  and  the 
crust  of  macadam  that  ,  forms  the  sur¬ 
face  of  the  roadway.  This  top  crust  Is 
bound  to  sink  at  some  future  time  and 
perhaps  cnusc  some  damage.  The  com- 
otiUo*  will  take  tbe  matter  under  rrm- 
sidaration  and  see  what  steps  can  be 
taken  to  compel  the  contractors  to 
make  the  street  safe.  •

The  mystery  is,  Bow  did  the 
proprietor*  of  thq  place*  not  on  record 
get  their  llccn*"*?  This  lathe  feature  of 
tbe  affair  that  the  Committee  will  Inves¬ 
tigate,  und  a  special  officer  will  be  en¬ 
gaged  by  the  Police  Committee  to  vlalt 
every  licensed  place  iu  tbe  towu  and 
make  a  memorandum  of  I  lie  dale  of  Issue 
of  the  license  and  the  signature.
